GIVEN THROUGHOUT YEAR 
The G. E..D, examination is giv- 
en throughout the year, by up- 
pointment, at ‘the S.AJD. 44 Test 
Center located at the Adult and 
Coimmunity Education office at 
Telstar Regional High School, 
This is.a standardized nation-wide 
eXamination, the passage of which 
indicated high school equivalency ‘ 
for am adult. Although tthe test is 
national, each state sets minimum 
levels for passage. Im Maine, an 
adult must receive a score of 35 
on each of, the five content area 
tests, with am overall average of 
45. The content areas are Read- 
ing Skills, Writing Skills, Social 
Studies, Science and Math, At the 


Telstar test center, :A GED appli- . 


cant will be given a pre-test, which 
identifies areas that may need fur- 
ther study or brush-up. Such in- 
struction may be given atthe Ad- 
ult Learning Center, or by. enroll- 
ing in a high school diploma class. 
When the applicant is ready, the 
GED examination. is scheduled, 
with most people completing the 
testing process in three sessions. 
Testing is done at a time conveni- 
ent to the applicant and the Adult 
‘and Community Education. office. 
The fee of $20 for the exam is not 
charged to veterans, and may be 
waived for those in financial need, 

The ‘GED examination is given 
to a test group of high school sen- 
jors. A recent study mwas done 
comparing GED examinees and 
those passing the test, with the 
test group of high school seniors. 
It wag found that the scores for 
the high school group were slightly 
higher than all GED examinees, 
but that GED graduates (those 
achieving a passing score.or ab- 
ove) outperformed the graduating 
high school seniors in most areas 
of the battery. The conclusion 
from the study was that GED 
graduates should be considered 
high school graduates for admis- 
sions, military, licensing, and'-em- 
ployment ‘pumposes, and that the 
similarity of test scores. for GED 
examinees and graduating seniors 
is a notable commentary on ex- 
aminee motivation, and on the cal- 
ibre of instruction offered in aldult 
education programs. 

To apply for the GED exam, a 
person must be 18 years old, and 
not enrolled in day school. Anyone 
who is interested in the examina- 
tion, or in discussing any of the 
options offered for adult high 
school completion in S.A.\D. 44 
should contact Cathy Newell at 
the Adult and Community Educa- 
tion office, 824-2136.
